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Superintendent of School’s Report 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Sidney: 


I herewith submit my third annual report of the schools 
for the year ending Feb. 20; 1921. 

From the standpoint of school efficiency this has been a 
successful year. The burden of war which bid fair to stop 
entirely our school progress has been checked and the work 
of reconstruction has begun in earnest. Altho there are 
still some schools in the state closed because of a lack of 
teachers, we have found very little trouble along this line. 
Our attendance has been good due to good weather and 
health conditions. ‘i 


REPAIRS | 

Nothing but minor repairs has been attempted for the 
last few years, consequently many of our school buildings 
need work done of a more or less extensive nature. Some 
of the buildings need outside paint and this is especially 
true of the schoolhouse on Quaker Hill. This building is 
practically new and paint is needed in order to preserve the 
building. At Thayer’s Corner and the Town Farm the 
rooms should be painted and papered on the inside. In 
many of the buildings more or less plastering should be done 
and the foundation should be fixed both at Quaker Hill and 
District No. 5. In one or two cases new closets should be 
built or rather a separate closet should be provided for the 
boys and girls. It is poor economy to allow this repair work 
to go undone and I would suggest as liberal an appropria- - 
tion as possible. 


THE HELPING TEACHER PLAN 
When three years ago the state made a survey of the 
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_ rural situation it was found that there were not a sufficient 
_number of teachers to fill these positions even at an increased 

wage. Therefore the state department established at Cas- 
tine a summer school for a special training in rural work 


and opened it to normal graduates. The school has now 


been in session for two years and we have approximately 
two hundred of these special rural teachers qualified to 
carry on the work. 

The general plan of work is this: The special or helping 
teacher is hired by the town for a regular teacher on four 
school days and Saturday, and the other school day is giver. 
over visiting the surrounding districts, and instructing the 
younger teachers as to best methods and plans of work. On 
saturday teachers have the opportunity to visit the Ley 
teacher and observe her at work in her school. 

We were fortunate in securing the services of Myrtle 
Conforth, who is the regular teacher at Thayer’s Corner. 
She has been able to visit the schools at least once each 
month and would have been able to have reached these 
schools oftener had there been better means of transporta- 
tion. As apart of the work we introduced at the beginning 
of the fall term quite an extensive program for school bet- 
terment, and much valuable work has been accomplished. 
For instance nearly all the schools have formed Improve- 
ment Leagues. These leagues not only include the children 
but in many cases the parents and citizens of the district. 
Various kinds of work have been done, no two schools nec- 
essarily doing the same work. In two cases noon lunches 
have been served during the winter term; windows and 
floors have been washed and kept clean, and not a few of 
the closets have been washed and scrubbed, and in one case 
at Bacon’s Corner, the boys have improved matters with a 
coat of paint; one victrola has been purchased, and a pump 
has been purchased at Quaker Hill and will be installed in 
a nearby well; one school has a library of fifty books which 
it is allowed to keep for a period of six months. The books 
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are sent out by the State Library at a charge of $2.50. Phy- 


sical training has been introduced into the schools ina | 


small way and much has been done to safeguard the health 
of the pupils. | 

Time and space will not permit me to enumerate all that. 
has been done but I have named sufficient to show how 
quickly teachers and pupils respond to this work of im- 
provement when taken up systematically. With the coming 
of spring we hope to enlarge on our work and build up 
around the school a community spirit such as our parents 
used to enjoy. 

The parents and citizens play an important part in the 
success or failure of the school. Teachers and pupils need 
a word of encouragement from the home. A visit to the 
school will do much in helping children to do better work. 
I wish to quote a letter from district No. 9 which is an ac- 
count of an ideal closing of the school year: . 


“Our supper and entertainment was quite a 
success. Over eighty were present, and we cleared 
$15.00. We did not charge for the children. After 
a supper of baked beans and all kinds of pastry, | 
we gave the entertainment. Remarks were made 
by some of the older residents. Every family con- 
tributed liberally of food. Mr. George Shaw took - 
his team and gave all the people on the Cross road 
a straw ride. Eugene Cowan brought his victrola 
and everyone seemed to have an enjoyable evening. 
We have now $17.31 in the League treasury.” 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


You will note from the report that we have reduced the 
common school deficit somewhat this year, and I believe it 
would be wise to raise sufficient money to cover this deficit 
in addition to the regular common school appropriation. The 
wages of teachers for the past year has been $15 per week 
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_ and I feel that this amount should be paid another year. 
Therefore I make the following recommendations:
